W ashington—Secretary of the Inte­ 
rior Franklin K. Lane and his director 
of the bureau of Indian affairs, Cato 
Sells, have launched a vigorous cam­ 
paign against prominent persons in 
Oklahoma who, it is alleged, have been 
robbing the minor Indians of the five 
civilized tribes out of their birthrights. 
“I am determined that the Indian 
minors in Oklahoma shall have better 
protection,” 
said 
Secretary 
Lane. 
‘‘Their property rights must be safe­ 
guarded 
‘‘They are on an average the richest 
children in the United States and have 
less protection for their property rights 
th a n /the children of any other state. 
It is estimated that, while the approxi­ 
mate cost is It per cent to settle a 
white 
minor's estate, the expense of 
administering the estate of an Indian 
minor is at least 20 per cent. Guardian 
fees, attorney fees and other expenses 
make up this charge. 
In many cases 
gross misappropriation of funds has 
been found. 
“Where there has been misappropria­ 
tion of funds there will be prosecu-* 
tions.” 
The tribal attorneys of the Five 
Civilized Tribes have been directed to 
act at once on cases of alleged frauds.

T h ere are m illions of produc­ 
ing units working independently and 
selling w ithout knowledge of m a r­ 
ket conditions, 
T he harvest is once 
a year, while consum ption is pretty 
evenly distributed throughout 
the 
entire year, and most of the farm ­ 
er?, through custom and necessity 
dum p their entire crop on the m a r­ 
ket as soon as it is gathered. 
The 
problem of organizing and systema­ 
tizing the m arkets is one in which 
the farm ers invite assistance of all 
lines of industry friendly to theii 
interests. 


Farm ers Bear the Burden. 


Tile business of the m anufacturer 
lends itself more readily to organ­ 
ization and the facilities for studying 
the m arkets are more easily avail­ 
able. 
T h e result is th a t the m er­ 
chants are compelled to handle most. 
Ptaple m anufactured articles at very 
little profit, and as a co n se q u en t 
the m erchant m ust look to prducts 
which he buys direct fro m toe farm 
for his profits. 
T he reports of Hie Federal Dc 
partm ent of A griculture show some- 
very interesting inform ation and en 
able a comparison between the cost 
of m arketing pro*!net# of the farm 
and those of the factory. A few item, 
will serve to illustrate the general 
run.
